'can neither helpe-to ſuſtaine nor reſiſt the fall, could che earth 
be moved from/her due place.Bur the wender will ceaſe if we 
remember, that the Lord ſitteth upen the circle of the earth, 11a. 
40. He ſet it upon her foundations, ſo that it ſhall never move, He 
covered it = 4 the deep as with a garment. The waters would 
ſtand abeve the mountames, but at hu rebuke they fled, Tet he ſet 
thens 4 bound which th:y ſhould not paſſe, Pal, 104. 

(3) Thus ordered by divine providence the Earth and Sea 
compoſe themſelves into a Sphericall figure, as is here deſcri- 
bed. And is cauſed by the proper inclination of each part,which 
being heavy, falls from every point of the Circumference, and 
'claps abourthe center:thereſettles as neer as it may towards his 
\place of reſt. We may illuſtrate both the figure and ſituation by 
a familiar fimilitude,to an ingenious apprehenſion. Suppoſe we 
a knot to be knit inthe midRt of a ns that hath many ends : 
and thoſe tobe delivered to ſundry men of equall ſtrength, to 
be drawne ſeverall wayes round from every part,above and be- 
low,and on each fide ; queſtienleſſe whilft every man drars in 
the boes of the knots, it muſt needs become round : and whilſt 
they continue to pluck with equall ſtrength, ic muſt reſt im- 
moveable inthe middle berwixe them:fince every ftrength,that 
| would deftroy, hath a ſtrength equall to refilt ir, So it 1s in the 
[boſeme of the earth, where every part meets upon equall pri- 
;viledges of nature * nor can any paſſe farther then the center, 
ro deliroy this compacted figure : for ic muſt meere there wich 
a body thar will oppoſe ic.Or if not, yer cauld it not paſle fince 
every motion from the middle were toaſcend, which Nature 
will not permit in a body of weight as the earth is. 

( 4 ) Now though ina Sphere every crefſe line which way 
ſoever drawne , 1f it”run through the middle, muft needs be 
of equal{quancity and therefore admirs no difference of length 
or breadth:yer the. Geographers for their purpoſe have concei- 
ved ( and bur conceivee ) a Longitude and Laticude upon the 
earth. The Longitude they reckon from the firſt Meridian in 
the Azores, and ſo Eaſt-ward round number the degrees upon! 
the c/£gnater : The Laticude from the c/£quator to each Pole, 
2nd number the degrees upon the cutward Meridionall circle. 
This inkling may ſuffice to inſtruCt rhe ignorant in the ſearch, 
of any place that ſhall be hereafrer mentioned in my diſcourſe. 

(5) The compalle of the whole is caft by our lateft and moſt 
learned to be 216000 Englith miles ; which though none ever 
yet ſo paced, as to meaſure them by the fcere : yer ler not the 
1nofanr reject this account, fince the rule by which they are 

ed cannot faile; Ferwe ſee by conrinuall experience, thar the 
Surme for every degree in the Heavens gaines fixty miles upon 
earth rowards his circuit round : and after 360 degrees return- 
eth to the ſame point in reſpe of us as before ic was.

infancy : while ſhe had not yer ſpake, nor the world well heard 


neere abour. She began now to feele herſirengrh, and when ſhe 
had firſt freed her ſelte from the oppreſſion of her home-bred 
Tyrant : ſhe ſoon after ſpread her Armes over all /taly,and her 
fame chrough moſt parts of the world, Her power was now no 
more at the diſpoſing of one King , but deſigned over into the 
hands of two aged and wiſe Citizens , of their own ( though 
the beſt ) ranke : and this they were to uſe, rather as feoffees 1n 
truſt, then free poſſeſſors ; wherefore the Remars baulke the in- 
ſolency, which their laſt King had before praQtiſed, both inthe 
name of their new Governours, for they were called onely Con- 
ſuler, a conſulendo ; and in their terme of Government, for it be- 
came now annuall, which was not before limited unleſle by 
death : and laſtly, by their enſignes of ſtate, their twelve litors 
and faſces,which were not allowed to both, bur to each in turns 
for their ſeverall moneth, And this went on without breach al- 
moſt fix yeares, till the Romans thought fit to correct their laws 
by the Greek copie ; and therefore depured three of their beſt 
eſteemed ſubje&s ro ſee Athens , to peruſe their orders and 
cuſtomes, 6f which the world had then a great opinion : for it 
was indeed the mother of learning, 

(14) They recurned them written at firſt in ten tables made 
of bralle 3. two more were ſoon afrer added, and together were 
diſtinguiſhed from their own municiple lawes. by the name of 
Leges 12, tabularum, The Conſuls power was now taken off, 
and this was their rule of Juſtice , put into the hands of ten, 
whom they called Decemvirs, Each ruled in his turne,and (for 
that courſe ) had a power wel-nigh as large as their Kings or 
Conſuls,elie differed lictle at other times from a private Romar, 
This begun ſome 303. yeares afrer their firſt founder, and had 
continued but three, when Appiss laid falſe claime to YVirgima 
for his bond-maid , that indeed he mighr;diſhonour her as his 
{trumper. By chis meanes he doubly provoked the Commons, 
both with her injuries, and her fathers ſorrow, who was forced 
to murder his own daughter, to quir her from the luſt of the 
' Decemviri:and therefore they took revenge,not upon him one- 
ly,bur his office ; abrogated the Decemuiratus,and returned the 
authoriry into the hands of Conſuls as before : yer ſo, as ofc- 
times by intercourſe the 7 7ibum militurs put in for a conſular 
ſoveraigntie , and was admitted to-the ſame dignitie , rhoug 
not the name, which the Patriu only referred to themſelves as 
their royalty.It was firſt procured by the importunate mocion of 
the Commons, that they might be equally capable of the Con- 
ſul-Chip, Tc rhis,though the nobilitie would ner give their full 
aſſent 1n all circumſtances, yet were they conſtrained for their 
own peace to yeeld in effe&, and mince it with another ticle of 
Tribunt plebrs Conſulare poteſtate, | 

(15) Under theſe ſo:mes of government for three hundred 
yeares afrer the fall of Tarquinius,to Appins Claudius & Q _Ful- 
wins Coſſ, They were ſtill in growth, bur not yet come to their 
ſtare of honours: and therefore Florus rightly Ryles ir the yourh 
of Reme in compariſon to the age of man. In this while their 
moſt famous ſtories are the warre with Perſenna , ſome eight 
yeares after their firſt Conſuls : the creation of DiRators and

N our Deſcription of Germany, we rec-, 
\I} koned Bohemia but as a Province among | 
San the reſt : and therefore ſhe was men- 
| tioned there with no more ſolemmrie, 
G then the other parts were, We purpoſe ! 
Q Y here to declare it an entire Kingdome 
ALEC of it ſelfe : which beſides her own com- 
paſſe ( as ſhe is moſt commonly linu- 
red by Geographers ) hath under-ſubjeRs, Dukedomes and 
Marquiſates, ſuch as doe her homage, and make her well 
: [worthy of a particular Hiſtory , then we had before roome 
for. 

(2) The ancient Inbabicant of theſe parts was the Benrum | 
magna gens, as Ptolensie cals it ; and placerh ir ſomewhat South, 
toward Danubins under Sura ſy/va. After them, the Borz,a 78 | 
ple of Gallia Lugdunenſir,which had becn before conquered by 
Ceſar (faith Quads ) and packt over the Alpes to ſeek them a! 
new ſeat in Iraly, Bur when they found the Romares roo hot | 
for their abode there,they were forced to wrudge farther,and to 
paſſe the River Rhere into Germany,as Strabo wicneſlerh,where 
they found them a fir place ro lurk in, compaſſed wich a large 
Wood called the Sylva Hercinia: and like enough they joyned | 
in with the Bemn,to make up the name of Bohemia, Bur neither | 
here did they enjoy their peace long:for they were in time neſ-| 
ſled our by a potent people of Swevra,called Marcomamm : and | 
they again had the like meaſure from the Slavsrians,a barbarous! 
Crue, which came in upon them,under the condu& of an exiled 
murderer of Croatia,one Zechins,abour the yeare five hundred 
and fifrie, | 
(3) From that time there hath been no generall expulſion, 
bur the preſent Bohemians are the progeny of thoſe Sclavonans, 
whoſe very language and cuſtomes are in uſe among them at 
this day. Doubtleſle it was at firſt a rude Common-wealrh, rhat 
had mv other Governours, but ſo ungoverned a mulritu. : for! 
ſo they continued above an hundred years afrer Zechius. Bur 
when they had for a time endured the miſery of ſuch a confult= | 
on, they were content to agree upon ſome one for their Prince, | 
{rhat might rule cthem:and the firlt which they eleRed was C 70-, 
{ cus, amanof great eſteeme among them for his wiſdome and | 
ooodnefſe 
y (4) Till the time of VratNavs it had the ticle of a Dukedome | 
onely. He was the firſt King, and was created by Herry the 
fourth of Germany, Annone thouſand eighty fix, Yer after that 
againe, for the ſucceſſion of ſix Princes, it was governed by 
Dukes. For the ſecond King was Uladiſiavs the third, crowned 
by Frederick the Emperour, inthe yeate one thouſand one hun- 
dred fifry nine : and the third, Primaſlavs, Crowned by the 
Emperour Philip, one thouſand one hundred ninerie nine : afrer 
fix orher Dukes from his Predeceſſor Uladiſlaxs the third. It 
hath been now long (ince fully ſertled into a Kingdome : and is 
the ticle of the right Noble Frederick Count Elefor Palatine 
of the Rhene, and Þusband to the illuſtrious Elizabeth, Daueh- 
ter to our late Soveraigne King Ja M 8s $. They were both 
Crowned at Pragwein the yeare, one thouland fix hundred and 
ninereene : but have been enforced ever ſince, to maintaine 
their right by concinuall warres, againſt Ferdinand the ſecond, 
who by vertue of an adoption, which declared him ſucceflor to 
Matthias, lays claime to the Crowne of Bohemia, Bur the caſe 
was before decided in their third Vladiſlaus, who though as 
deeply incereſſed ro the Kingdome, as Ferdinend could be : yet 
for thar he had paſt no legall ele&tion, according to their Cu- 
ſomes and Priviledges, he was depoſed by the States, and Vt- 
darilans choſe in his roome. 

(5) There remains no great difficulty, concerning the name. 
Ir appeares ſufficiently, to proceed either from her firſt people, 
or firſt Prince, who ( as ſome report) was one Boemws. And us 
worth obſerving , that though this Land hath in ſundry ages, 
been (o often ranſackt, and poſſeſt by ſtrangers, and Tyrants : 
yet in her name ſhe conſtantly preſerves che memory onely of ,

(11) I cannot paſſe the molt wicked couzenage of Picardus, 
who poſleſt great multitudes of theſe filly people, with an opi- 
nion, that he could recall them to that perfeR ate in which 
Adam was created : placed them in an Iſland for that pu ſe, 
which he called Paradiſe, cauſed tbemto walke naked, and na- 
med this Set Adamtes.Horrible ſinnes were commutred under 
that prerence, promiſcuous whoredome and inceſt at their very 
Divine Service. Ir is feared that ar this day, there are many ſe- 
crer profeſſors, which live under ground, meete at their ſolem- 
nities, have their prayers framed totheir own humour : and 
when the Prieſt pronounceth the words of Geneſis ( as his cu- 
ſome is) Creſcite,& multiplcammni,C> replete terram, the lighes 
are ſuddenly popt out, and without any reſpect had co alliance 
or kindred, or reverence to their exerciſe , they mingle like 
Beaſts, and when they have ated their wickedneſſe, and are 
returned to their ſeats,the Candles are againe lighted, and they 
fall to their pretended prayers, as if there had been no harme 
done, 

(12) The King is one of the ſeven Eleftors of the Empe- 
rour : and in caſe the other fix be equally divided, he gives the 
ſuffrage, which carrieth ir, It 1s to be thought, that his power 
was conferred upon him not without great counſell , and good 
reaſon, For ( beſides that che place it ſelfe 1s by nature _ ) 
the people too have a ſpeciall inbred love to Germany, and de- 
fence of her liberties. At Corenation he is Cup-bearer,and per- 


| formes it himſelfe in perſon if he be prefent, His 'revenues are 
{ caſt up to be three millions of Crownes, which are nor gathered 


all within the compatle here limired, bur part out of other Prin- 
cipalities, which are annexed t6 this Kingdome.

But Joannes Crate, a Sileſian, rather thinks that the name came 
from the Q#ad:,a people that heretofore inhabited theſe parts :

erman, That they did poſleſle this Province is agreed upon by 
moſt : bur where they were before ſeated Geographers ſomewhac 
differ.

the three Kingdomes of Arragon, Caſtile, and Portugall, but is 
in the power of one King,called the Catholicke King of Spare, 
We ſtand co this laſt diviſion as moſt proper for our times, and 
beſt befitting my brief Diſcourſe, Give me leave to adde the 
Ilands which lye neer to each Kingdome. 

(11) The preſent ftate of — comprehends three of 
thoſe Kingdomes,as it was ſcattered by the Aoores and Sara- 
zen .{1)eArragon ic ſelf, which lyeth on the South of Navarre, 
on the Eaſt of { affile, on the North of Valentia,& the Weſt of 
Catalonia.

The Region is 
tbarren; yet it harh in it many Cities, The chief T erra cora, 
which gave name toghe whole Provincecalled by the Romans, 
Terraconenſes, (3) Valentia, which on the Eaſt is touched with 
the Mediterranewm, onthe north with Caſti/e,on the ſouth with 
the Kingdome of Murcia, Iris reported for the molt pleaſant 
and fruicfull Region inall Spaize, it hath her name from her 
chief Citie,8& as Maginus relates,admirs as yet of 22.thouſand 
Families of Moores. In this is the Univerlitie where St. Dom- 
nicke,father ofthe Domunicans ſtudied, And the old Saguntum 
befieged by Hannibal now Morvedre. 

(12) The fate of Caffile as now it Rands, comprehends all 
the reſt of thoſe ſcattered governments, as were polleſt by the 
CMoores,Portugall onely excepted.

The Metropolis is Burgos, and the other chief are 
Salamanca, an Univerſitie, and Valadobt once the ſear of the 
Kings of Spaine, Now Caſtile abounds more with Corne: is wa- 
tered with the River Tags & Ana: & in this Rands the Kings 
chief Cities, Madrid and Toledo, which was heretofore a pro- 
rietarie of it ſelf, The reft that belong to Caftuleare 2 Toledo 
ow ever now but a Cirtie of new Caſtle, yet in the divifiongher 
Territories ſpread themſelves over a large compaſle, The City 
is in the middeſt of Spazne, It was the ſear of the Gothiſh Kings 
and ſucceſſively of the Mooriſh Princes:now of the Archbiſbops, 
who exceed in revenues any other Prelate in the world, except 
the Pope, Here hath fate eighteene Nationall Councels in t 
time of the Gorhiſh Kings, 3. 

(13)Biſcay,heretofore Cantabria on the North of old Caftile 
toward the Ocean, it was the laſt people which yeelded to the 
Romans, and after to the Moores, A Mountainous Countrey, 
bur affords excellent Timber for Ships, and good Iron, Her Ci- 
ties are St, Sebaſtian, Fonteralia,and Bilbao,which ſtands but two 
miles from the Sea,and is noted for excellent. blades:ſome have 
been tried by the Engliſh upon their own Creſts, 4. 

(14)Leon heretofore Anſtria, on the Ealt hath Biſcay,on the 
Weſt Gallicia,onthe North the Cantabricke Ocean, and on the 
South old Caftile, The Region is reported to yeeld plenty of 
Gold, Vermilion,red Lead,& other Colours,elſe ſhe is barren, 
her Inhabicants nor many, and thoſe live moſt upon hunting 
and Fiſhing. Ir is the eitle of the eldeſt Sonne of Caſtile, as 
Wales is to our Prince of England, Her chief Citie is Overdo, 
which bare part with her.inthe name of a Kingdome ; and in- 
#1 deed watthe Title ofthe firſt Chriſtian King after the Moores 
Conqueſt, 5. 
( 1 5)Gallicia, on the Eaſt joyns upon Leon, on the Weſt it 1s 
boundedwith the Atlenticke Ocean, on the North with the 
Cantabricke,and on the South with the River Minge. Ir breeds 
Jennet$.ib abundance, in ſo much that they have been Poeti- 
cally feigned to be conceived by the winde, Niger writes that 
here hath been an incredible plenty of Gold,Leade, and Silver, 
That the Rivers are full of a mixt earth, and thar the plough 
could ſcarce wagge for clods of golden Ore. There appeares 
now no ſuch matrer.The principall Cities are Saint Jago, where 
St. James the Apoſile lyeth buried, his Reliques kept, worfhip- 
ped, and viſited by Pilgrims. And the other of note eſpeciall 
with us is Corugna, an excellent Port for Ships, and menti 
oft in our warres With the Spaniards by the name of the Groyve, 
Here likewiſe is the Promontorie Neri, called by our Mari- 
ners Capo de fins terre, 

(16) eMurcia, en the North hath new Caſtile ; on the South 
and Ealt the Spamſþ Seas.Itis not much peopled, but yet is fa- 
mous for ſeverall Commodicies,eſpecially pure earthen veſſels, 
and fine Silke.

lyeth on the Weſt of Granada, and is a very ferule Countrey, | 
In this Region is the chief Citie Corduba, whence we receive 
our Cordavan Leather, The Second of note is Sevil the Metro- 
politane of Azdaluzia, and the fortumare Ilands, eſteemed the 
ooodlieſt Citie in all Sparre, and though ( as (ordaba)it was nor 
honoured with the title of a Kingdom,yet ic honoured a King- 
dome with her ticle in the opinion of ſome, which derive H:- 
ſpania from her former appellation Hiſpalzs. From this ſhoare 
chey lanch forth coward the [ndies, and from hence they ſend 
their Sevill Oranges, The Arch-biſhop of Sewill is ſecond to 
Toledo, as well in Revenues as degree.

The Engliſh 
have had their turn in the poſleſſion of that Ile. Now again for- 
tune hath caſt it upon the Spaniard, On the very South edge of 
this Region ſtands one of Hercwles Pillars, which anſwers ro the

(19) Portugal isthe third Kingdome in our laſt diviſion of 
Sparne, and it may well be eſteemed one of her largelt Terrico- 
ries: For it runnes aleng by the Arl/antick Ocean, from the bor- 
ders of Gallicea, as Andaluzia ; on the North it is limited with 
the River Xinge,on the South with part of the Mealiterraneum, 
onthe Welt with the Arlentich, and on the Ealt with the Ca- 
ftiles Andaluzia & Eſtremadyra.

been ſo fortunate as to have kept their Kingdoms & themſelves

(20)The Countrey affords not much Corne,but fruic reaſon- 
able ſtore, and Mines of ſeverall meralls, Allum,Marble, good 
Silks,8c.The chief City is Lsboxe,in Larine Ulyſſipona, ſuppo- 
ſed to have been built by Ulyſſes.

(3) The third ranke are the 
Vizer baſſagheir Emperors Councel;their chief is Vezir-Azem, 
a man of great power through all the dominions of the Twrke - 
and for the molt part, preſenc at his rrearies of ſtate. (4) The 
fourch order are the Beglerbegs, whoſe office anſwers almoſt ro 
our Generals,and as the Judges were,ſo are theſe placed in the 
three ſeverall quarters of the Empice: one in Greece for Europe: | 
a ſecond in eMwatolia for Afia : and the third is an admicall 
of the Seas, and commands thoſe parts, which are left by the 
other two: all of equall reſpeR and place with the YVizer=baſſe. 
Thoſe of inferiour ranke, and petry imployments in the Com- | 
mon-wealth are almolt innumerable;many of them not natives, 
bur apoſtare Chriſtians, and in conditions, differ as che Coun- 
cries from whence they firſt ſprang, | 

(7) The mulritude, I mean the born-Twrkes ſavour ſtill of 
their barbarous anceſtors, and carry the markes in their fore- 
heads,and limmes of \Scytbians and Tarters, They are for the 
molt part broad-faced, ftrong-boned, well proportioned, dull 
and heavie headed, of grofſe underſtanding,idlely diſpoſed,and } 
yetgreedy of wealth, luxurious in their dier, and-bealtly in 
cheir luſtfull affeRions, withour diſtin&ion of kindred or ſexe, 
baſe minded,(laves to themſelyes, and their ſuperiours in their ! 
own Countrey:yer ignorantly proud,and conremptuous of other 
Nations, which they rake in foule ſcorne, ſhould be compared 
with their lubberly Inhabicant. They paſle noc ro couſen a Chri- 
ſtianin their courſe of rraffique : nor do they think they are ; 
bound to keep promiſe tivlefle ic make for their advantage. The | 
oreateſt praiſe they have by due deſerr,is their tri& obedience 
ro the diſcipline of war : no ſedirion,no tumult;no chat in their 
Campe or March, in ſomuch thar oft times many thouſands on 
a ſudden ſurpriſe their enemies unawares, with ſo vety licrle 
noyſe,as not to be heard in their approach,No difficulty can b: | 
commanded, which they are not ready to performe, without 2- i 
ny reſpe& at all had to the danger ; be ir to paſie Rivers, ro» | 
Mountaines,fcale Walls,ſftand Centinell: In brie&,they care nor j

| to eat or ſleepin war, bur at full leiſure ; and are the trueſt | 


military men upon earth, | 

(8) No great marvaile then, if with fo great multicudes, & 
well ordered, they daily improve cheir Empire upon rhe Chci- | 
tians, who are not ſo zealous in defence of their true faith, 2s. 
cheſe miſ-beleevers, boli] and foole-hardy to uphold their faite 
ood. Bur the cruth is, their ſuperſticious credulicy of fare, wiiich | 
they think bath immurably prefixed every mans hour for life or 
death, which he can neuher defer nor haſten, makes them 
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(9g ) Divers Schooles they have, where their chief ſtudy is 
che imperial lawes: from thence ſome are preferred to ſecular, 
ſome to ecclefiaſtick offices, Their Religion" is a meer couſe- 
nage,thcuſt upon the filly people by the implous ſubciltie of one 
CMabomet, whoſe ſtory 1s well worth our knowledge, and may 
cauſe us to commiſerate the deſperate ſtate of thoſe ignorant, 
yet perverſe and bloody Antichriſtians. 

(16) His place of birth is queſtioned, whether he were a 
(renaiks, an Arabian, or Perſian, \t is not yer fully decided : 
certaine enough he was of baſe parents ; his father (fore ſay) a 
worſhipper of Devils,and his mother a faithleſſe Jew, Berwixt 
them they ſent into the world a pernicious deceiver ( which 
none but two ſuch Religions could have made up ) in the year 
five hundred ninety ſeven. When he had been for a while thus 
inſtru&ed by his diſtra&ed parents, poverty and hope to im- 
prove his fortunes, perſwaded him from his native ſoyle,to live 
for another while among true profefſed Chriſtians, where he 
received ſo much knowledge of the word,and light of the Goſ- 
pel,as to pervert it to his deftruMtion, and ruine of many milli- 
6ns of ſoules, 

(11) In hisfirſt adventurous travailes abroad, he fell into the 
hands of theeviſh Saracens, which ſold him toa Fewiſh Mer- 
chant ; and he imployed him to drive his Cammels through 
e/£opt, Syria,Paleſtine, and other forraign Countries, where 


| he {till gathered farther inſtruions of that truth which he in- 


tended to abuſe. His wickedneſle firſt brake forth into fraud, 


| open theft and rapine,and other fins of higheſt ranke ; in which 


he continued and ſeduced others, till the death of kis Maſter, 


| and afrer married his aged bur rich Miſtreſle, 


(12) He kad meanes now to a& his malicious purpoſes, and 
wealth ro countenance his exceeding pride, which would not be 
ſatisfied with a lower ambition, then to be called a Propher of 
God. This he began to practiſe, by the councell of one me 
a Monk,who being caſt out for hereſie from Conſtantinople, be- 


* |rook himſelfe into CArabia, and joyned in with CMahomer to 


make up this miſchiefe perfe& ; ſee now their juggling, There 

fhis worſt 
a&ions to gull the fGimple : For when by his debauche drinking 
and gluttony, he was fallen into an Epilepſie, and in his fits lay 
Bear-like groveling, and foaming upon the earthy as one with- 
out ſenſe : he pretended an exratike ſwone, wherein his ſoule 
was wrapped from his body, while he converſt with Gabriel an 
Angell from heaven. To make this familiaritie with God the 
more to be beleeved : he had bred up a Dove to take her meat 
from his eare,which he moſt blaſphemouſly profeſled to be the 
holy Ghoſt, who at ſuch times and in that ſhape infuſed the 
Prophecies which he was to preach, Laſtly, what they in heir 
wicked fancies had conceived,and meant to propagatethey di- 
veſted into a volume, and called it the Alcoras, 

(13) For this too they hadatrick, that ir might ſeeme to 
have been ſent from heaven intothe hands of M4 :and to 
this purpoſe he had himſelf fed up a tame Bull, which by cu- 
ſome became ſo familiar, that no ſooner he heard the voyce of 
his Maſter,but he would Rraight run, caſt the head in his lap, 
and uſe his wanton dalliance as with a fellow, Berwixr the 
horns of this Bull, had he faſtned che Alcorar, and conveyed 
him into a by-place,neer where he had aſſembled the mulricude 
at a ſet time, to expe& a wonderful miracle from heaven, char 
_ copfirme his Prophecie, The ſcene thus ordered, en the 
ſudden he lift up his yo made a loud cry,which no ſooner 
the Beaſt heard, bur he brake his way through the preaſe, over- 
turned many of the ſpe&ators, which now ſtood ata gaze, and 
gently laid his hornes and Book inthe boſome of this falſe 
couzener : Which he with much ceremonie, and feigned reve- 
rence,received, and in their preſence opening the volume be- 
gan to interpret chief of their Laws, which for hereafter they 
were to obſerye. 

(14) Circumciſion he allowed,and with the old Law forbad 
ſwines.fleſh, that he might with more caſe lead on ſuch as 
were Tewiſh:he ſuffered himſelf to be baptized by Sergiws, that 
the Chriſtian roo might have in ſome meaſure his conrent:Mo- 
ſes and our Saviour he denied net to be great Prophets; bur char 
neither par _ emulate the greater obſervance of 
other : and indeed eſpecially that his own might ſeeme new and 
et take place from both, he changed the Circumciſion of the

months faſt too once every year, but it is obſerved only for the 
day ; for they may,when the Sun is down, redeem it with what 
olutrony they plete : wine 1s forbidden, onely for a ſhew that 
e might nor ſeem to have loved that, which (as he was guilry 
to himſelf)had brought him into his epllepricall fics. Briefly, 
what he knew would beſt agree with the bruriſh defires of the 
people, that he rook order ſhould be confirmed by his Laws: 
four or five wives to every husband,and as many Concubines as 
they could maintaine. For cheir blifſe afcer life, he propoſed no 
inviſible delights which over-reacht their underſtanding, but 
proportioned to each cf their ſenſuall thougnts, and promiſed 
to thoſe which would keep his Law a Paradiſe of all kinds of 
pleaſure,which they themſelves moſt affe&ed.To the coverous, 
wealch ; tothe ambitious, honours z to the glurrenous, meats ; 
to the virgins, rich attire,and embraces of Angells ; the poor 
ſoules were never ſo fitted ; and when he had thus for a long | 
time,diſcourſed over his Alcoran,he took a yoak from Sergine, 
and pur it upon the Bulls necke : for it was forerold by anin- 
ſcription brought by his door, that whoſoever could yoak the 
Bull, ir ſhould be a ſigne to declare the man, as one ſent from 
God, to govern his people. 
(15 )This huddle of miracles putthe gazers beyond all pauſe, 
ſo that in an inſtant they cried him up King, and held his come 


Muſulmann, true beleevers, which che Twrke till affe&s, ra- 
ther then his right name of Twrke, which imports baniſhmenr, 
and upbraids him with che diſgrace of his or1ginall, 

(16) And now he hath palt che difficulry of his artempr, an 
ealie matter to draw on millions of followers, ſuch as would 
like that Religion beſt which baulkt noc their pleaſures ; yer ar 
laſt he mer with an end anſwerable to his beginning : for he was 

yſoned by ſome of his own Family. 

(17)He had long before Prophecied, that he ſhould be won- 
derfully conveyed to heaven : and to make good chis fraud,had 
framed an Iron Cheſt for his Sepulchre, which he purpoſed 
fhould have been held up by force of a Load-ſtone, placed in! 
the wp the Temple, and by this meanes have appeared to 
the beholder to hang in the ayre withour any ſupport : Bur this 
trick (ir ſeemes) was prevented by death; yer they expe&ed 
Rill his aſcentto heaven,rill he tank upon earch : ſo thar ar laſt 
they were ferced to convey him into his Iron Coffin, which ce- 
mains to this day in Hecha a Citie of Perſia, and is viſited by 
the Twrks,as the Sepulchre of our Saviour at Jer#ſalem by pil- 
grim-Chriſtians, 

(18 ) I rook leave here to ſupply the room wich che Cu- 
ſtomes and Religion of the Twrks, which in courſe of our for- 
mer merhod, was due to che diviſion of the Empire and her ſe- 
veral Provinces : Bur I ſuppoſe, I have the lefle creſpaſſed, in 
regard thac moſt of chem have already had their place and de- 
ſcription in each of cheir particular Kingdoms, to which they 
did formerly beleng. Ir will be ſufficient here to name them, | 
with reference to the Map, where you have them delivered 
more ar large, 

(19)In Ewrope it runs along the Sea-coaſt of the Adriatick

chandize into ſeverall parts of the Empire, to meet with their | 
chapmen from all quarters. Their principall Commodiries are 
Silkes and Sugars: yer beſides theſe they ſend forth Wodll, 
Cotton, Olives, Metals, Rheubarbe, Honey , Purſlaine diſhes, ! 
Camphire,Ginger,Pepper, &c. Muske, Salr great ſtore, whoſe | 
Cuſtome,in onely one Towne of Carton, amounts to the yeare-} 
ly value of 18000, Crownes. To this happinefle of ſoyle nay 
be added che thrifr and great induſtry of che Inhabiranrs, who 
hold ira foule diſgrace tobe accounted idle:and therefore make 
the moſt of what they have : ſo that withour doubr, as they are 
—_— populous, ſo they are proportionably rich, beyond any 
other Nation of the world, 

(8) The Chinoyſe is deſcribed with a broad face of a duskie 
colour, crooked noſe, ſmall and black eyes, and very chirne 
beard, bur long haire on che head : if any be deformed ( for ſo 
they take it ) with a betrer feature, they are as like to breake a 
jealt upon his handſome comely viſage, as a ſcoffer would upon 
cheir ill faſhioned countenance. The becter ſort are cloarhed in 
long filke garments ; the ordinary people 1n linen, for they have 
not yer the art well co weave woellen:Their women deck their 
heads,with gold and precious jewels, ſeldome ſhew themſelyes 
abroad withour great atrendance of ſervaits. 

(9) The men in their ſevecall imployments, are infinicely 
laborious and ingenious ; it is very rare, to ſee any of rhem in a 
ſtrange Countrey : nor will they eafily admi: a firanger far in-| 
0 theirs, unleſſe he be firſt well tried, for his honeſty and good | 
meaning roward their ſtate : they are addifted much to manu1ll } 
arts, for they have excellent pra&ick wirs ; and indeed for that 
ce beyond any other Nations. Much quarrell hath been abour | 
the invention of Gunnes and Printing, which ſeverall people 
have been ambirious to take to themſelves, as the maſter-piece 
of mans wir : but without doubt , they were both uſed here,

berwixt the o/Egypriar and Inhabirant 
of this Countrey, Yet were not the 
Scythians the firlt, which poſleſt it : Ar 
leaſt it was the firſt name by which they 
were knowne. For, before the entrance 


we find here a people which derive their pedegree from 
Magog, the ſor. of Japheth, and were called Magogins in re- 
memb:ance of their antique founder. To this purpoſe Jwrixe 
and other learned interpret terram Magogin in the 3$ of 
Exel 2, and Revel, 20. 8. and ſo in ſundry places elſe-where 
of divine Scripture,rake it for other land, then char, which was 
after profane Writers, called Scythia, and Sarmatia, and } 
now Tartaria; though perhaps theſe have nor all had till 
the ſame bounds , from the beginning ; for what any one 
Kingdome upon the earth hath ? All ſtates have had their 
courſe to riſe and fall, to be impaired or inlarged, ar pleaſure 
of the moſt High, who diſpoſeth of Empires as ſeemes beſt in 
his wiſdome. 

(2) Of the Magogins,we have not much ſory;yer they have 
left their name behind chem,which is now corrupted into Max- 
gol,as moſt imagine. While the Scythe bare rule, they infeſted 
their neighbours withoutmercy or equitie : and praftiſed their 


Inſo much that they gave name toall the rude and inhumane 
Nations, both of «Aſia and Exrope, North of Danubizs: which 
for their crueltie were much feared, and for brutiſh Cuſtomes 
©rowne odious to the more civill parts of the world. 

(3)Tollite Barbarim mores ; was meant of theſe by the Poet, 


and well ir might. For whocould be more barbarous rhen the 
Eſſedons, which lived here by the Palus Mezotis,and (as Herod: 
in his fourth Book of Hiſtories delivers ) were wont to ſing 
chzir Parents to the gravezinvite their beſt friends,to feaſt with 
their fathersfleſh, and uſe his ſcull, as a Cup to drinke in, ar 
their laſcivious banquets, Whe more then the Axiace ? who 
quenched their thirſt with the bloud of him, whom they firſt 
{lew, as it guſhed warme from his wounds. Who more foolith 
proud then the Agathyrfi? Whoyas God and nature had come 
ſhort incheir making up, were uſed to mend their beautie by a 
deformed painting, and ugly ſtaining of their bodies with mor- 
s bong Our Pitts are ſuppoſed by ſome to have had hence 
eir original, 

(4)It were too much to recite here the other ſcattered Na- 
tions, which over-ſpread the earth:for ſhe was,as molt yle her, 
the officina generis bumani:and ſent forth ſwarmes of her brood, 
which ſoone faſtned themſelves, where ever they ſer footing. 
For they were (trong of body, bold and heady, beyond the rule 
of valour:diſtinguiſhr not right from wrong in their quarrels, 
but reckoned juſtly rheir own, what ever they could claſpe by 
farce of Armes. And this they all pratiſed almoſt withour dif- 
ference of ſex,unleſle in this, that their women were moſt war- 
like : witnefſe thar incomparable ſtory of Towsyri, who cur off 
the Perſian Cyrwsand 200000. more of his ſouldiers at one en- 
counter, caſt his head into acauldron of blood, with this 
upbraide,for the ſlaughter of her ſonne Pergapiſes: Satia te ſan- 
guine,quem ſitiſti, Nor was ſhe the ſingle one, that pur off the 
weakneſle of her ſex to take Armes. For here lived thoſe pro- 
fefſed Amazmns,which admicted-no man into their Campes, but 
at ſer times of neceſſicie, to preſervetheir race : yer were they 
a terror tothe world,vext a great part of: 4a the leſle,& built 
the renowned Epheſus,Smyrna, Cama, Magueſia, &c. 


and were inhericors as well of their miſchievous cuſtomes, as 
ill-gorpoſlefſions : for which they purchaſed them the name of 
Polone:, among their neighbours, th2eves and deſtroyers : ſuch. 
as were no leiſe grievous to them then their predeceſſours,

| (5) Theſe had their time. The Gothes or Gere ſucceeded, | 


Doubtleſſe a curſe of perperuall cyranny lies upon their wicked 
Empire. For when next the Tartars came on, the liare ir ſelfe 
was not mach bertered, nor the innocent which lay neec any 
whit more ſecured, 

(6) Theſe laſt have been ſuppoſed to be the remnant of 
thoſe ten Tribes which were led captive by Salmaraſſar, How 
likely the reaſons are I will not diſpute, Bur ſurely, if ſo, they 
muſt have retained ſome knowledge of the true God, ar leatt 
ſome precepts of ctvilicy from their fore-fathers, though never 
ſo long hnce, For whac people can we read of in ſtories, which 
have ar any time been inlighrned wich the cruth, and yer afrer- 
ward fallen into that groiſe barbariſme, which is now found 
amons the T artar1azs ? See their Character, which (as they are 
by moſt deſcribed) deales impartially;gives chem ill faſhioned 
bodies, anſwerable co their rude minds, fic houſes for ſo un- 
clean guelts, 

(7) Their ſtature is different, The moſt part have large 
(houlders, a broad face, wich a crooked noſe, deformed counte- | 
nance, {warty colour, hellow eyes, hairy and uncrimmed beard, 
and head cloſe ſhaved. Their ſpeech 1s boyltrous, and clamo- 
rous:their noyſe,in ſinging, like che yell of Wolves; and endu- 
rance of hunger, thirſt, heat, cold, and watching equalls them, 
( in ſtrength of body ) ro the moſt able beaſt, for ic exceeds 
the common power of a man. Their luſt is wichour Law.For they 
except no kindred, but their own mothers, daughters, and 
ſiſters: No ſpecies,for they mixe with beaſts : No ſex, for they 
are inſatiate Sodowntes : and yet take liberty for as many wives, 
as they can maintaine z which ( contrary to our civill courſes )' 
they buy of their Parents, in ſtead of receiving dowries. Their 
meats the raw fleſh of horſes without regard how they were 
killed,or of what diſeaſes they died:ſomerimes they ſuck bloud 
from the living,co appeaſe their hunger and thiclt, if (in a jour- 
ney) they be diſtrefled for want of food, 

(8) Cicies they have but few,nor houſes, other then movea- 
ble rencs,made of beaſts skinnes, which they pirchr up by greac 
mulricudes,in the forme of a trown,and thoſe are called hordes: 
when the grafle is once earenbare, and the ground yeelds nor 
meat for their Cattle, they trudge with bagge and bageage ro 
another quarter : and ſo in courſe they wander through the vaſt 
Deſerrs,unſercled,and indeed impacient to be ſertled,or rather 
impriſoned (as they take it) within any one bounded compaſle, 
having the wide world to roame in. Their chief Armes are 
Bow and Arrowes, Which they uſe moſt on horfe-backe, for 
their more ſpeedy flight : and have them commonly ſtrongly 
poyloned, for the more ſure miſchief co the foe, Their ſtrata- 
oems are down-right fraud, and breach of rruth ; for they keep! 
no faith with an enemy, regard not any compa& made upon! 
rearmes of peace; but follow their own ſenſe, and commir what | 
outrages they can With lealt danger to themſelves, | 

(9) Their Religion is anſwerable to their vile cuſtomes :' 
Some are Pagans, others Mabumetanes, yet will nor be called! 
T «rks but Berſemann, and their chief Prieſt Seyd, whom they | 
reverence more then their Maker; and admic that none ſhoute 
couch his hand, bur their Kings, and theſe roo with an humble 

eſture : their Dukes aſpire nor above his knee, nor theic No- 

les higher then his feer : the reſt are happy, if chey can bur 
reach at his garment, his horſe, his any-thing, ſo imple are they 
in their ſuperſtirion : and thus have they continued either A- 
theifts or falſe Idolaters,ever fince their firſt entrance upon this | 
Kingdome inthe year 1187. Before,they were not etteemed 
a Nation at all, but wilde people ,withour law or reaſon almoſt, 
who lived in the open fields, and converſed with no other then

(10) Their firſt King was one Chizchrs, 4 man of low birth

- | The other Townes of this Tartaria Precepenſis, which ſtand 


Tartars, through a great part of Aſia and Exrope, which had 
ſcarce before heard of any ſuch pecpee, His firſt forces he 1m- 
ployed upon Tenduchand eArgor, bounded with the Eaſterne 
Seas,both of them were then Provinces governed by Uncham, 
or Presbyter John, Soone after they got ground in Sarmatia A- 
ſaatica, followed their blow upon Rſſia, Hungaria, and Poloma; 
fercht in the Kingdoms of China, Me, and Bengala, and lefc 
many out-reaches to their ſucceſſours, which have not kept in- 
tire to this day, as being nor able to match ſo many potent ad- 
verſaries,asthey have from every quarter of their Kingdom. 
(11) The limits are now on the North the Scythian Ocean, 
on the Weſt the Muſcovian Empire,Sarmatia Europea,& mare

(12) T artaria miner is called likewiſe Horda Precopenſium, a 
ſort of Tartars which have their name from one Citie Precops, 
bur inhabit all thoſe plaines which lye round about the Ponrns 
Euxinus, or Mare eMagor, and Palus eMeotis,including the 
whole Taxrica Cherſoneſms, ſo that ſhe extends her limits from 
the banks of the River Boriſthenes, as far as T anar, Her chiefe 
Province is the Cherſoneſus, a Pemnſula ſeventie miles in com- 
paſſe, which cook the name of T awrica from Oſyr is, who ( they 
ſay )firſt plowed this land with a yoak of Bulls. Ir was invaded

Near this South-ward, begins the Paws 
Meotis, reacheth asfar as the Tawrica Cherſoneſus, betwixc 
which and the main land, is the Boſphorus C:mmerins, and on 
their South banks Alowes their Pontws Enxinus, Which runs into 
the Propontis, but rerurnes not, This Sea 1s 1n ſome places ſo 
deep,that the water appeares at top black, and wastherefore 
called Mare »igrum.It might be __ the people living 
ſo near the civill parts of Chriſtendome, were better man- 
nered,then the Afiatike Tartars; But their ſtubborne rudeneſle 
takes in foule ſcorne to be taught by any other Nation : and 
therefore ſtands ſtifly totheir old courſe of life, in woods, and 
wilde fields, and ceaſe not to commir continuall murders and 
rapines upon the Ceuntries adjoyning, with an inveterate hate 
ro ſuch,as profeſſe the Name of Chriſt ; in ſo much, that they 
have engaged themſelves topay yearly three hundred Chriſti- 
ans,AS tribute to the great 7#rk,; which number they draw out 
of Polonia, Ruſſia, Lituania,Walachia,and part of Moſcovia. 
(13) Afatica or Tartariadeſerta et Moſcoritica differs not 
much from the ancient Sarmatis Aſiatica, which in Ptolemnes 
deſcriptions is bounded on the Welt, with the River T ana & 
Palus Meotts, on the Eaſt, with Scythia :ntra Imanm, on the 
North with the Montes Hyperberes, and on the South with the 
mountains Corar & Cancaſus,The Inhabitants live in Hordes as 
the reſt do,which remove often,& dire& their wandring courſe 
by obſerving the Pole-ſtar. In this roo rheir Hordes have di- 
viſions, and are known by ſeverall names : The chief is Zaucll, 
which for the moſt part lies berwixt'the rivers Volga,& Laych, 
and in regard it is aS it were the mother-Hord co the reſt,it was 
called magna Horda,& her Emperor Vlacham,magns doneinus, 
for ſo he was,and had full power of a Princezrill x Ju were ſub- 
dued by the Precepenſes in the year one thouſand five hundred 
ſix, and after by Baſilius Duke of Moſcoria, Next to this are 
the Caſanenſes, which have their chief Citie Caſan, upon the 
River Volga, near the confines of Meſcoria, It was once an in- 
rire government to it ſelfe, but in the year one thouſand five 
hundred fifty one, after many viRories and revolts, it was fully 
and irrecoverably vanquiſhr,and made an addition to the Duke | 
of Meſcoria's title. The Inhabitants here are ſomewhat more 
ingenuous then the Precopenſes : they Till their ground, and in 
ſome places build houſes, and praftiſe Merchandiſe with the 
Twrks and Moſcorites. Not much unlike to theſe are the 4Aftra- 
chanenſes,fituate toward the mare C apinmy, and have their name

racens and Tartars.(3 )Sogdiana on the North of Battria where 
Gropols ſte0d, builc for a Fort againſt the Scythians, and ſtand- 
ing to the time of Alexander, who battered ittothe ground, 
*" Margiana, and (5) Twrcheftar, Eaſt ofthe Mare Caſpinm, 
and was the ſeat of the Twrks before they brake into Armenia. 
(16) Cathaiezthe ſame with Seythia extra Imaum,and is the 
Empire of the great Cham of the Tartars, and true progenie of 
Chinchz, It is compaſſed almoſt with mouncaines, and deſerts : 
and is divided from China, onely by a great wall on the South, 
The ſoyle is exceeding ferrile, and the people far more civill, 
then in the other parts of Tartaria, Her provinces are ( 1) Ca- 
thaie, which is ſuppoſed to be the antique ſear of the Seres : 
and is therefore called Regio Serica : For it ſends forth excel-

It had proved a marrer ſo difficult ang dangerous,that in all tke- 
lihood it had been relinquiſhed ere this time ; of — 
exhibited rhis deſcription, with the relation fellowing. 

Theſe Ilands, formerly called the Bermudas , now the Som- 
mer Ilands, ſhunned by Travellers as moſt dangerous, and ſel- 


abide in, were diſcovered in the yeare 1609. in manner follow- 
ing. There was at that time eight Ships ſent by the Adventurers 
to Virginia, amongſt which one of the beſt and ſtrongeſt was 
called the Sea-venture, in burden neere 300.cunne: Inthis,were 


mers, and with them about 1 50. perſons, And upon the 25. of 


ture, was by a fierce and terrible ſtorme ſeparated from the reſt 
of the Fleet : and withall ſo ſhaken and rorne by violence of 
the weather,that ſhe ſprung a leake : whereat the water came in 
ſo faſt, thar in ſhort time it was ſeven or eight foor deep 
within che hold. Whereupon , for ſafetie of their Ship and 


lives, they fell ro ing, and bayling our the water with 
buckets : & continued heir labou? for three dayes, and as 
many nights without intermiſſion, Bur then perceiving that they | 
availed nothing, the water in this ſpace rather increaſing , then 
any whir abarting ; Now hopeleſle of fafery,cyred and our-worne 
wich labour, watching, and diſcomfort, and defirous to refreſh 
their enfeebled ſpirics with ſome little reſt before their death ; 
they reſolved to ceaſe their labour, and ſo by conſequence per- 
mic their Ship to ſinke.Sir George Sommers fitting day and might 
all this while upon the Poope , to dire&theShip as evenly as 
might be, leſt ſhe ſhould be over-rurned or ſwallowed of che 
waves,eſpied land,and thereupon called the Company together, 
and encouraged them again to pumping, and caſting our water, 
by which meanes they kept her up from finking , and by Gods 
providence eſcaped the rocks, till they gar within halfe a mile 
of the ſhoare, where ſhe ſtuck faſt between two rocks.

people there. Upon che 24. of May, they arrived ſafely there, 
and ſhortly after ſome of them recurn2d to the Sonemer 1land; 
againe for a further ſupply,in che ſame Ship which they had for- 
merly builc there;where Sir George Sommers dying, his men did 
not according to his laſt charge given unto them,returne to Vir- 


three men, thac ſtayed voluntarily, who ſhortly after found in 
Somerſet Iland, which is part of Sandys Tribe, a very great trea- 
ſure in Amber-greece,tothe value of nine or ren thouſand pound 
ſterling : there hath allo been found ſince divers times of the 
beſt ſort. 

This new diſcovery of the Sommer 1ands, being thus 
knowne in Erglard, to the Virginian C empany, v- no pegs 
which rernrned, they ſold to ſome hundred and ewenty perſons 
of rhe.ſame Company, who obrained a Charter from his Majeſty, 
and ſo hold it, And toward the latter end of Aprill, 1612, ſent 
thicher a Ship called the Plough, with ſorne ſixry perſons, to in- 
habire, appointing Governour one Maſter Richard Moore,a man 
ingemous and carefull, who fince died in Sir Walter Rawleyes 
laſt voyage to Gmiana, ( a place asappeareth by our moderne 
Geographers, very rich and ſpacious.) Bur, as I ſay, he arrived 
there abour the beginning of July, and found the foreſaid three 
men that ſtayed voluntarily, very well. Maſter Moore ſpenc 
three yeares of his Government for the molt part in fortitying 
the Country,and trayning the people in martial exerciſes,which 
cuſtome hath been continued by his ſucceſſours : he built ſome 
nie or ten Forts, placing Ordnance and Munition in-them, 
In his cime, the Lord ſent upon the Countrey a very grievous 
ſcourge and puniſhment, threatning the utter ruine and deſola- 
tion of it : That ir came from Ged I need not ltrive to prove, 
eſpecially conſidering it was generally ſo acknowledged by us 
At that time : The cauſes and occaſions of ir I need nor name, 
being very well knowne tous all that then lived there, which 
were about 600.perſans,though ſhortly afrer much diminithed. 
I will onely thew the thing ir ſelfe, which was a wonderfull an- 


lefle,ſo exceedingly,that they filled nor only thoſe places where} 
chey were firſt landed : Bur ſwimming from place to place, 
ſpread themſelves into all parts of the Countrey, In ſomuch, 
chat there was no Iland, though ſevered by the Sea from all 
other Lands , and many miles diſtant from the Iles where the 
Rars had their original, bur waspeſtered with them, They had 
cheir nefts alinoſt in every tree,and in all places their Burrowes 
in the ground(like Conies) to harbour in. They ſpared nor the 
fruics of Plants or Trees, neither the Plants chemſelves, bur 
eat them up. When we had ſer our Corne, they would com- 
monly come by troupes the nighe following, or ſo ſoone as ir 
began to grow, and dig it up againe, If by diligent watching 
any of it were preſerved till it came to earing,ir thould then ve- 
ry hardly ſcape them. Yea,it was a difficult matter after we had 
it in our houſes,to ſave ic from them, for they became noyſome 


ſtroying of them, nouriſhing many Cats, wilde and tame, for 
chat purpoſe ; we uſed Rars-bane , and many times ſec fire on 
the Woods, ſo as the fire might runne halfe a mile or more be-| 
fore ic were extinct : Every man in the Countrey was enjoyned 
ro ſer twelve. Traps, and ſome of their own accord ſet neere a 
hundred , which. they vificed twice or thrice in a night, We 


rained up our Dogs to hunc them , wherein they grew ſo ex- 
pert, that a good Dog 1n two or three houres ſpace , would kill 
fortic or fitcie Rats , and other meanes we uſed co deſtroy 


them, bur could not prevaile, finding chem till to encreaſe a-/ 


ainſt us. * = 


theſe, devouring the fruics of the earth , kept us deſtiture of 


+ [bread a year; or two ; ſothat,when we had ic afcerwards againe, 


we were fo weaned from ir,” that we ſhould eaſily neglect and

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forget to egte it wich our meat. We were alſo deſticuce at that 
time of Boats, and other provifion for Fiſhing. And moreover, 
Mr. Moore had received warning from Englard, that he ſhould 
expe& the Spaniard that yeare,yer they came not,but with two 
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fore them to ſound the way , were ſhot at by the ſaid Maſter 
Moore from Kings Caltle, and as we ſuppoſed one of them 
ſtricken thorough, whereupon they preſently departed, Bur (a3 
I ſay) this expectation of them cauſed us(though in great nece[- 
ſity )to haſten the fortifications of the Country, *1l theſe joyntly 
( bur principally the Rats ) were the cauſes ot our diltrelle ; for 
being deſticute of food , many died, and we all became very 
feeble and weake, whereof ſome being ſo, would not ; others 
could not Rirre abroad to ſeck reliefe,bur died in their houſes : 
ſuch as went abroad were ſubje&t,through weakneſle, to be ſud- 
denly ſurpriſed with a diſeaſe we called the Feages , which was 
neither paine nor ſickneſie, but as it were the highelt degree of 
weakneſle, depriving us of power and abllitie for the execution 
of any bodily exerciſe, whether 1t were working, walking, GT 
what elſe, Being thus taken, if there were any in company that 
could minilter any reliefe, they would (trarght-wayes recover, 
otherwiſe they died there:Yet many after a little reſt would be 
able to walke againe, and then if they found any ſuccour were 
ſaved, 

About this time, or immediately before,came thither a com- 
pany of Ravens, which continued with us all che time of this 
mortalitie,and then departed.Thege were nor before that time, 
nor ſince (ſo farre as I heare)any more of chem ſeene there. And 
this, with ſome other reaſons of more moment, moved many 


|ro thinke thar there were ſome other lands neare the Sonmer- 


lands, between Yirgizia,and itzand Maſter Moore (in his time, 


| wich ſome others oft-us ) went forth in a Boat ſo farre as then we 


could conveniently, of purpoſe to diſcover it : Since then, it 
hath been endeayoured by others, and 15 yet ( as I heare )to be 
further attempted. And howſoever 1 am perſwaded ( for cer- 
raine cauſes which I cannot here relate) there 15no ſuch thing ; 
Yer would I net diſ-animate any from this enterpriſe, for if 
they finde any, their labours will be well recompenced ; and 
though they finde none, yer mighr they diſcover thoſe parts ſo 


- { well, thac the paſlage to and from./irgim1a would be more ſafe 


and eaſie, 

But to returne from whence we have digreſled ; The ex- 
tremitie of our diſtreſe began to abate a little before Maſter 
Moores time of Government was expired, partly by ſupplies 
out of England, of victuall and provition for tiſhing, and partly 
by that reſt and libertie we then obrained, the Countrey being 
fortified, Yer the Rats encreaſed and continued almoſt to the 
end of Captaine Txckers time , although he was provident 
and induſtrious ro deſtroy them, bur roward the end of his crime 


them away , in ſo much that the wilde Cats and many Dogges 


the woods,came downe to the houſes, and to ſuch places where 
they uſe to garbith their Fiſh , and became tame, Some have 
attributed this deſtru&ion of them to the encreaſe of wild Cars, 
but that isnor likely rhey ſhould be ſo ſuddenly encreaſed ra- 
ther atthat rime , then in the foure yeares before. And the 
chiefe occaſion of this ſuppoſition was becauſe rhey ſaw ſuch 
[ companies of them leave the Woods, and ſhew themſelves for 
want of food. Others have ſuppoſed it to come to paſle by the 
coldneſſe of the weather , which notwichſtanding is never ſo 
great there, as with usin March,nor ſcarce as it is in Aprill,ex- 
cept it be in the winde;beſides,the Rats wanted not feathers of 
young Birds and Chickens which they dayly killed , and of 
Palmeto Moſſe ( as we call it ) to build themſelves warme neſts 
out of the winde,as uſually they did,Neither doth it appearethat 
the cold was ſo mortall to them , ſeeing they would ordinarily 
ſwim from place to place, and be very fat even inthe midft of 
Winter, It remaineth then, that as we know God doth ſome- 
| times effe& his will wichour ſubordinate and ſecondary cauſes, 
| and ſometimes againſt them : So we need not doubt but thar 
in the ſpeedy encreaſe and ſpreading of theſe Vermine ; as alſo, 
in the preſervation of ſo many of us by ſuch weake meanes as 
we then enjoyed, and eſpecially in the ſudden removall of this 
oreat annoyance, there was joyned with, and beſides the ordi- 
nary and manifeſt meanes, a more immediate and ſecret worke 
of God. ; 

Now to proceed, Maſter e Moores time of government be- 
ing expired, Capraine Txcker ſucceeded, arriving there abour 


| mid-May, 1616. who likewiſe goverged ( according to the cu- 


a [yn yeares ; Which time he ſpent , for the molt part, 
in husbanding the Countrey , planting and nouriſhing all ſuch 
things as were found either fir for Trade,or for the ſuſtentation 
and uſe of che Inhabitants, wherein he travelled with much 
for Plants.and Fruits : he alſo added to the fortifications, and 
ſent aShip and proviſion, with men of kill, for the killing of 
[/Whales;but they arrived there too late, to wit;about the midſt

I alſo received by Captaine Tucker, direftons from the Ad- 
venturers to divide che Countrey, and to Afſigne to each Ad- 
venturer his ſhare or portion of land : and withall,a deicription, 
with notes touching the manner how they would have ir 


above appeare, and is more largely manifeſted in a Book of 
the Survey of the Countrey, exhibued to the Right Honoura-| 
ble his Majeſties Councell, and the Court of Adventurers for 

theſe parts, And then began this, which was before as it were 

an unſetled and confuled Chaos ( I meane as touching a Plan- 

tation, for conſidered onely as a Regiment it was otherwiſe ) 

to receive a convenient dilpofition, forme, and order , and to 

become indeed a Plantation ; for though the Countrey was 

ſmall, yer they could nor have been conveniently diſpoſed 

and well ſetled,wichour a true deſcription and Survey made of 
it ; and againe every man being ſerled where he might can- 

ſantly abide, they knew their buſineſſe,and ficted their houſe- 

hold accordingly. They built for themſelves and their families, 
not Tents or Cabins, but more ſubſtanciall houſes : they cleared 

rheir grounds, and planted not onely ſuch thingsas would yeeld 
them their fruits 1n a yeare , or halfe a yeare : bur all ſuch 

roo, as would afford them profic after certain yeares, &c. So 

that in ſhort time after, even before the expiration of Captain 

Tuckers government, the Countrey began to aſpire and neerly 

to approach unto that happinetſe and proſperitie wherein now 
ic flouriſheth, For may it not juſtly be accounted happineſle 

and proſperitie, for men to live where voy enjoy the meanes 
of true religion and ſalvation, ro wit, the fincere miniſtery of 
the Word and Sacraments ? where the government 1s good, 

without rigour and oppreſſion, the place healchfull and rempe- 

rate? where they are freed from all extreme care and toyle ? 

where they have foed in abundance, and yery good, with other 
things needfull co the body ? and where they have commod-- 
ries meete for Trade, by which they may betrer and advance 
their eſtates? all which and more is largely verihed in the pre- 
ſent eftare of that Colony, whatſoever ſome maliciouſly mind- 
ed, or to evill ends ſuborned, may ſay to the contrary, ſo that 
there may ſeeme to be a reſtauration of that golden age fo 
much ſpoken of. .. 

The Governaur now there reſident, is one Capcain Burler, | 
for Captain T wcker departing thence in December,1618.left in 
his place, Caprain Kindel, Cnbo alſo was one that ſypplied the | 
lame place in the interim, berween Maſter e Adveres time and | 
Captain Twckers ) and hath ſpent ſome nine or ten years in the | 
Countrey. Bur inthe yeare 2619. abour Midſommer, the Ad-| 
vencurers ſent rhither as Governour for three yeare$s,(according | 
to the cuſtome) the ſaid Caprain Butler, and foure Ships, with 
ſome five hundred to nb ae a 1 at thac time in the Caun- 
trey onely five hundred more : for by the ſpace of foure yeares, 
to wit,during the latter part of Maſter foores government, and 
all the time of Caprain Twckers, they had ſenc few thirher, be- 
ing almoſt hopeleſle of the place , by reaſon of the Rats : Bur 
fince there have been ſent many Companies mote then have 
come to my knowledge.In ſo much that I underſtand the Conn- 
trey 1s now almoſt fully Planced and Inhabired. 

Thus I have briefly related ( ſo far forth as hath come to my 
knowledge and remembrance)every thing of moſt note and im- 
portance thar hath befallen in the firſt diſcovery and planti 
of theſe lands, till chis preſent. I have laboured ro rn 
my ſelfe, yet have exceeded my extended limits, Now I muſt | 
ipeake ſomething of the Countrey it ſelfe : which conſiſteth of 
a company of ſmall Ilands, ſcituate and formed as above 
peareth, Ir lyeth in the Weſterne Ocean, in that part of . 
world lately diſcovered, and called «America, or the New 
World, wulgarly, the weft Indies : Ic hath Latitude or elevation 
( as isadove-ſaid ) 32 Degrees 25. minutes, which is almoſt 
the ſame with the Maderaes, or rather more Southward, Now 
the better to manifeſt the ſcicuation of it , I have reduced the |

Under 
the mould two or three foot, deep, & ſomtimes lefle,is a kind of white, 
hard ſubſtance,which they call che Rock: the Trees uſually talten theic 
roots in it ; and draw thzir nouriſhment from it : Neither is ic indeed 
Rock or Stone,nor ſo hard, though for the moſt part harder then chalk,

ſeems to be engendered of the Rain-warer,drayning through the earth,

| The aire is moſt commonly clear, very temperate, moiſt, with a mo- 
(derate heat, very healrhfull,and apt for generation and ag ronavy all 
\rhings;ſo that there is ſcarce any thing cranſporred from hence thicher, 
bur ir yeelds a far greaterincreale;if it be any living thing, becomes far- 
ter and better-liking,then here.By this means the Councrey was fo re- 
pleniſhed with Hens and Turkies , within the ſpace of three or foure 
fyears,that being negleRed,many of chem forſook the houſes, & became 
wild,& ſo livedin oreat abundance, The like encreaſe there 15 of Hogs 
and other Cattle, according to their kinds. There ſeems to be a conct- 
nuall Spring, which is the cauſe that ſome few rhings come not to thac 
maturity and perfeRion, as were requifire. And though the Trees do, 
ſhed their leaves, yer they are alwayesfull of green. The Corne isthe | 
fame which they uſe almoſt in all parts ofthe Weſt Indies, to wir, | 
Maiz, + which,to ſuch as are uſed to it,is more hearty and nouriſhing | 
then our Engliſh Wheat, and yeeldsa far greater encreaſe,as a pound, 
ſomerimes,of one or two grains. Ofthis Corn,and divers other things | 
withour eirher plowing or digging the ground, they have two harvelts | 
every year : for they ſet abour March, which chey gache: iv July ; and 
again in Angufymineh is ripe in December: And liccle flips of Fig-trees, 
and Vines,do uſually beare fruit in lefſe then a year afcer they be plan- 
red, ſometimes in half a year. The like ferrilicy ic hath in other things, 
{ There is ſcarce at any time to be perceived either froſt or ſnow, nor 
any extream heat,fof there is almeR alwayes ſome wind ſtirring, which 
cleareth and cooleth the ayre. Their Summers and Winters oblerve the 
fame rimes with ours,but their longeſt dayes & nighrs are ſhorter then 
ours in E»glavd by two hours & almoſt a half:as alſo their ſhorteſt daies 
and nights are as much longer then ours : for their | dayes and 
nights are about fourteen heurs,& their Morreſt ten, When it 1s Noon 
with us,it is Morning with them; and when it is abour five of the clock 
in the Evening with us, it is high noon wich them:ſo that whulft che Sun 
declines with us, it riſeth wich them,as alſo ir doth in Virgins. lc is apr 
to rhunder and lightning all the year, oft-rimes more rerrivle then wn 
England ; but no man, or other living creature have I knownhure by ir, 
There is no venomous creature in the Councrie : the: yellow _ 
which is there, making her web as ic were of filk,and bringing forth ber 
youns(as the Alchimifts their Rone)of Eggs like lictle balls of quick-fil- 
ver,is not perceived to be any whit venomous. Yer there 1s a plant(char 
clymeth trees like Ivie, the leaf alſo of the ſame colour, bur in ſhape 
like rhe Vine)chat is ſome-what venomous, but of no great force. 
There is great tore and variety of Fiſh, and fo good thar rheſe parts 
of the world afford not the like;which being for the moſt part unknown 
to us,each man gave them names as they beſt liked : As one kind they 
called Rock-fith, another Groopers, others Progy-fiſh, Hog-ftth, An- 
eel-fiſh,Cavallyes, Yellow-rayles, Spaniſh Makarell, Mullers,Breame, 
Conty-fiſh,Morrays,Sting-rayles,Flying fiſh, &c. The like they did by 
the Fowle,as Cohooes Sand Birds, Herons,Duck and Teale,Pemlicoes, 
Caftle-boobies, Hawkes, &c., The Countrey, when we firft began che 
P:ancarion,was all over-grown with woods and Plants of ſeveral kinds: 


we alſo gave names; ſuch as were known retaining their old names: as 
Cedars,Palme-toes,Black-wood, White-wood, Yellow-weod, Mulbe- 
ry-trees,Stopper-trees, Laurell and Olive-crees, Mangrowes, Pepper- 
trees, Yellow-berry-weed,Red-weed: Theſe and many others, we have 


naturally groning in the Countrey, But fince ic harh ben inhabiced,

Nor 
long after, the ſhe-Turckle comes up by night upon ſome ſandy bay;8& 
furcher up then the water uſerh ro flow, ſhe-digs a hole with her fin in 
the ſand,ſome two foot deep;and there coming up ſeverall nighes layes 

er egg5,ſome half a buſhel}(which are abour che bianeſs of a Hens ego, 
& round as a ball) and each time covers chem wich ſand very curiouſly; 
ſo that a man ſhall hardly find che place. Theſe eggs(as ic ſeems)are af-| 
rerwards hatched by hear of the Sun, and then by the providence of 
God(the means as yer unknown to us)are brought our of the earth, for 
we could never perceive thac ſhe returns any more to them, and yer in 
likely-hood they remainnotlongin the earrh afrer chey are hatched, 
becauſe (a3 I have befofe taid_) they cannat live wirhour breathine.We 
ſometimes ſee of rhe young ones no bigger then a mans hand, which 
ſome fiſh will devoure. They grow flowly,8: ſeeme t9 have a very long 
life;they'le fleep on the top of rhe water, and were won to ſleep often 
on the land,rill che Countrey was peopled;they will alſo live our of the 
warer ſome three weeks,and thar wichour meat, bur mourn and pine a-} 
way ; they are very witty. Being on che land turned upon their backs, 
rhey can no more without ſome help or advantage recover chemſelyes; 
by which means when they come on ſhore to lay their eggs, they are ea 
fily raken,as alſo when they are'coocing, Bur otherwiſe we cake them for 
che moſt part by night,making a great lighr in a Boat, to which che 
will ſometimes {wim,& ſeldom ſhun:(o that a man ſtanding ready wich 
2 flaffe in his hand, which hach ar one end a ſocker, wherein is an Iron 
lefſe chen a mans finger,four-ſ{quare and ſharpe, with a line faſtened to | 
ic,he ſtrikerh chis Iron inco the upper ſhell of che Turckle, ir Ricks ſo 
faſt, that after ſhe hath a lirdle cyred ber ſelfby ſwimming to and fro, 
ſhe is raken by ic.

ereat ſtrength and proſperity as formecly they had. )) I ſay for theſe 
cauſes, having my ſelf (pem certain years in the one place, and being 
ſometimes converſane with ſuch as have hved.in the other,l chink ir fic 
co expreſle my opinion truly as i am perſwaded of theſe Plancations, 8& 
ſo explaining ic by two or three arguments to conclude.l ſay therefore 
che Countries being free to be polleſled, affording things meer for 
houſhould proviſion and trade, and being alſo healchfull and agreeable 
to the conſtitutions of our Country-men ; all which of the one I know 
and can affirme, and of the other underſtand no lefle : the planting of 
them( beſides the benehr of the adventurers)mult needs adde much wy 
the ſtrength, proſperity and glory of this Kingdom, would prove a fin- 
gular benefit ro the native Inhabitants of YVirg:ma ;and allo to ſuch our |

means to purchaſe land there,$ tranſport ſervanrsat their own charge, 
they have intheir lands large penny-worths,and for their ſervants many 
profirable employmens. Secondly, the benefit chat ſhouldredound ro 
che native Inhabicants of Virgins 1s very great, whilſt by this meanes | 
they Might in time be reclaimed from their rude conditions, and ſa- | 
vage kind of life, ro more humanity and knowledge, being inftruted in 
Arts and Occuparions,and furniſhed with ſundry Inſtruments, ſo neceſ- 
| ſary in humane Societies, that withour them we could not well ſubfiſt ; 
and finally be reduced re a more civill and orderly forme of govern- 
ment. Bur chiefly and inthe firſt place, thoſe filly creatures firring now 
in darkneſſe, & in the ſhadoy of death : might be delivered'from dark- 
reſſe to'light, and from the power and ryranuy of Satan, unto Ged, by 
faich in Chriſt. Laſtly, as it would adde much tothe fame andgſory of! 
this Kingdom,ſo would it to the ſtrength and proſpericie thereof:whilſt 
we might be ſerved from thence with ſundry Commadicies which we 
now obraine from other places with the exporting and diverting hence 
an infinite treaſure, and that many rimes co the enriching of the ene- ! 
mies of our Stare and Religion : as Currants, and other fruir, Oyles;” 
Gummes,Cotten-wooll,Sugar,Rich Furrs,Caviary and Cordage, Maſts, 
Plancks,Boards,Pirch, Tarre, Por-aſhes, and Sope aſhes, Hempe, Flax, 
Iron,Salt,Silkes, Woad, Madder,Indico,and other Drugs for dyes, and 
Phyfick, &c. For it is not to be doubted,' bur theſe and che like things 
do coſt this Kingdom yearly many Millions of wealth, Some men will 
ſay, though theſe things or any of them were brought us from theſe 
Plantations, yet would there be lictle ſaved co this Common-wealth, 
becauſe they would and in equitie might expeRco receive their price 
for them ; bur the difference 1s very great;Fi:{,becauſe we might have | 
them from thence art lower Rates, the voyage being ſhorter and leſſe 
dangerous thenin any of the other : Secondly, the Cuſtomes and other 
duties which we now pay in Forraign Countries wouldthere be ſaved; 
for though they were as great as they are in thoſe Countries, yet would

world, the glorious and ever-living Queene EL1ZABETH, 
ro Whoſe ſacred cenſure it was commended and dedicated ) 
L intended there to have aid ir from further ſight or publica- 
tion, Since indeed the filence of Englands civill warres, better 
beficred Englands ſubje&ts, they being the markes of her infa- 
mies , and ſtaines to be waſhed away rather with repentance, 
then any way revived by too often remembrance. But theſe 
defe&s I ſaw could not be {o ſmothered, as to be quite forgot : 
therefore I thought fic at leaſt ro make up her honour, with 
our other proceedingy in forraigne parts ; and in{inuate my pen 
into ſome little berrer applauſe by tracing the victories of 
the Engliſh, as farre as the Sunne ſpreaderh his bzames, or che 
eirdle of the earth doth any wiſe incircle ir, Not to mention 
then the fiions of eMormenth, that makes our Authour ano- 
ther Ceſar in his conqueſts, nor Polydors proofes for Ethel- 
fans title unto Scotland, by the cut of his ſword an ell deep 
into a Marble ſtone , things rather Poeticall, then ſubltanciall 
by truths teſtimony ; In Sy7i4 the Long-ſhankes , for the reco- 
very of the hely Croſſe , made his ſword drunke with blood. 
And before him the Cexr-de-Lio upon the ſame intenc, ſub- 
dued Cyprus, forced Curſat the King thereof into fertrers of 
filver and gold : aſſumed the Iland to himſelfe, whoſe title he 
intended to have changed for that of Jeruſalem : unto whom 
Guide the King thereof , with Geffery de Lenizunt his brother, 
and Raimnnd Prince of eAntioch, with Beemonnd his ſonne, 
ſware fealtie ro be true and loyall ſubjeAs unto King Richard. 
Frexce felt the heavie hands of Edward, and Herry our Eng- 
kfp Kings : when the one of them at Poidtiers rooke priſoners 

ohn King of France , and Philip ſurnamed the hacdy , his 
ſonne. And the other at eAſzincowrt in a bloody battaile rook 
and flew foure thouſand Princes, Nobles, Knights, and E[- 
quires, even all the flower of France, as their own Writers 
have declared. And at Pars the Crowne of France, was ſet 
upon Herry the ſixth his head, homage done unto him by the 
French ; that Kingdome made ſubject, and their Flower-de- 
Laces, quartered with our Lions of E ngland, Scotland like- 
wiſe, felt the fury of Henry the ſecond, when cheir King Wil: 
am was taken priſoner in the field, And to omit the Batlolls, 
that made chemſelves ſubje&s to England : At Nevils-Crofle, 
David King of Scotland, was taken in batraile by che Englſh 
( Queene Philip wife to King Edward the third, being prelenc 
inthe field ) and both the Kings of France and Scotland, at 
one time retained priſoners in Londoz,, till their liberty was 
obrained by ranſome. Nor was Spaixze free from ENGLANDSs 
power, when that 7 hwnderbole of warre ( our black Prince ) 
re-eſtabliſhed Peter rheir King upon his Throne at Burg - to 
ſay nothing of the ruines Spaine ſuffered ar Cadez,, by the Eng- 
bſh led by Eſſex, in revenge of their unvincible vincible Navy, 
in truth the ſeale of their rruch-lefle cowardize unto this day. 
And not onely the Garter which King Richard the firſt ryed 
abour the legs of his Souldiers , remaines ſtill the Royall bound 
of Englands Combinators ; buc the Rownd Table of fix hun- 
dred foote circumference ereted at Windſor by King Edward 
the third, with the allowance of an hundred pounds by weeke 
for the diet of his £Martialiſts,may likewiſe witnefle, Where 
the Worthy admitted, by conference and concinuall praRtiſe, 
got ſuch experience in milicary affaires, thar, that which was 
faid of the Gadites, might have been ſaid of them ; They were 
all valiant men of warre, apt for Battaile,and could handle ſpeare 
and ſhield , their faces were the faces of Lions , and were like the 
Roes in the monntaines for ſwiftnefſe, In whoſe imitation Phil:p 
de V aleys, the French King ereQed in Pars the like,though his 
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Knighcs proved not in courage like unco Edwards, And from 
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this Academy of Military profeſſors, commenced fuch Malters 
ot Military diſcipline , as Maximilian the Roman Emperou; 

held ir ſuch honour to be incorporated inco their Societies, as 
nunſelfe became the King of ENG LANDs protelied Souldie: 

wore the Crofle of Saint George (the Royall Enizgn of E neland ) 
and a Roſe(the Kings badge) as his faichtull douldter,receiving 
ns pay dayly for himlelte and tollowers, according to their 
degrees and eſtates, Neither were the atchievements of Land- 
lervices crowned wich more plumes of Victories in the Hel- 
mers of the Engliſh, then were their Sea-ſervices,defenlive,and 
offenſive, both ar home and abroad. Their Navie Royall riohr- 
ly tzrmed the Lady of the Seas, and their Sea-Capraines facre 
our-(iripping Viyſſes in their Travailes and Deſcriptions : for 
EWICe 1n our time, hath che Sea opened her patiage chrovgh the 
Straights of CAfagellan, for Drake in his Pellican, and ( andiſh 
in his Deſire, to paſle into the Sourh World, and to incirculate 
the Globe of the whole Earth, whereby themſelves and Soul- 
diers ( all £»glſh ) have in thoſe great deeps, ſeen the wonde:- 
full workes of the Lok D. Bur upon this ſubje, 1 conld wil- 
lingly iniiſt, were it nor that the argumenc of chis preſent De- 
ſcription intends rather to ſpeake of the Domeltick and Civill 
warres of England,then oithe forraign and farre-ferched victo- 
r1eS thar have adorned, & attended the Trophies of the-Englſp, 
From the proſecution of the former, and promulgation ct che 
latter , how unwillingly my Pen is drawne, the roughnetle of 
the ſtyle,and the ſlender pertormance of che whole,doch mani- 
feltly ſhew.

madeby Severns the Emperor, who having van- 
quiſbed Albinw,General!l of the Britains, and re- 
duced their State under his obedience,divided the 
government thereof into two Provinces, and pla- 
ced two Prefects over the ſame. 

(14) After this againe the Komanes did appor- 

tion Britain intb three parts, whoſe limits our* 
great Antiquarie aſſigned by the ancient Archie- 
piſcopall Seates, grounding his conjeture on the 
ſaying of Pope Lacins, who afftirmes that the Ec- 
clefiaſticall Juriſdictions of the Chriſtians, accor- 
ded with the precin&s of the Roman Magiſtrates, 
and that their Archbiſhops had their Sees in thoſe 
Cities wherein their Preſidents abode:ſo that the 
ancient Seats of the three Archbiſhops here,being 
Londonin the Eaſt,Caerleox in the Welt, and Torke 
in the North; Londens Diocefle(as ſeemeth) made 
Brit. Prima; Caerleon, Brit. Secunda; and Tork 
Maxima (eſarienſis. 
(15)But in the next age, when the power of 
their Preſidents began to grow over-great, they 
againdivided Britazz into five parts,adding to the 
three former YValentia and FlaviaCeſarienſis:the 
firſt of which two ſeemethto have been the Nor- 
therly part of Maxima Ceſarienſis, recovered 
from the Pi&s and Scots by Theodofius the Gene- 
rall, under Yalence the Emperour, and in honour 
of him,named Yalentia : and Flavia may be conje- 
Ctured to receive the name from Flavizs the Em- 
perour (ſon of Theodoſins) for that weread not of 
the name of Brit. Flavia, before his time. 

(16) So theſe five partitions had their limits aſ- 
ſigned after this manner : Brit. Prime contained 
thoſe coaſts that lay betwixt Thameſss,the Severn, 
and the Britifh Sea : Britain Secunda extended 
from Severn unto the iriſh Seas, containing the

| WW 0/145 Veeſprby the Britains,Ghyth, 
W\ WAY NE by the Engliſh S4axons,Wuic-lan's, 
We IN > and Wich-fEa, (for an Iland they 
10 YL SS termed 4 Ea) and in theſe dayes 
vw uſually called by us, The Iſle of 
Tight Itbelongethto the County of Seuthampton, 
and lyeth out 1n length over againſt the midſt of 
it South-ward. It is encompaſſed round with the 
Britiſh Seas, and ſevered from the Main-land, that 
it may ſeeme to have been conjoyned to it, and 
thereof it is thought the Brizzh name ( Guyth ) 
hath been given unto it, which betokeneth ſepa- 
ration, even as Sicily being broken off and cut 
from Italy , got the name from Secando (which 


ſfignifieth — 

GT he forme of this Iſle is long,and in the mid- 
deſt farre more wide then at either end:from B:#- 
bridgelle in the Eaſt, to Hurſt Caſtle in the Welt, 
it ſtretcheth out in length twenty miles, and in 
breadth from Newport Haven Northward, to 
Chale-bay Southward twelve miles. The whole 
in circumference is about ſixty miles.

(3) The ayre is commended both for health and 
delight, whereof the firſt is witneſſed by the long 
continuance of the Inhabitants inthe ſtate of their 
bodies before they be decayed, and the other for 
quantity gives placeto noneighbouring Country. 

(4) The ground(to ſay nothing oftheSea,which 
is exceeding full of Fiſh ) conſiſteth of ſoyle very 


fruitfull;yet the husbandmans labour deſervesto 
be thankfully —— by whoſe paines and 
induſtry it doth not onely ſupply it ſelfe, but af- 


fords Corn to be carried forth to others. The land 
is plenteouſly ſtored with Cattle and Graine, and 
breeds every where ſtore of Conies, Hares, Par- 
tridges and Pheſants, pleaſant formeadows,paſtu- 
rage, and Parkes; ſo that nothing is wanting that 
may ſuffice man. The middeſt yeelds plentie of 

re; andPorrage for Sheepe ; whoſe woollthe 


 Clothiers eſteeme the beſt;next unto that of Leiz- 


fter and Cotteſwold - If you caſt your eyes towards 
the North, its all over garniſhed with Meadows, 
Paſtures and Woods: If towards the South-ſide, it 
lyeth (in a manner) wholly bedecked with Corn- 

elds encloſed, where at each end the Sea doth ſo 
incroach it ſelfe. that it maketh almoſt two Ilands 
beſides, namely, Freſhwater Iſle, which looketh to 
the Welt, & BizbridgeTſie anſwering it tothe Eaſt. 

(3) The Commodities of the whole chiefly con- 
fiſt of Cattle, Sea-fowle. Fiſh, and Corne,whereof 
it hath ſufficient : Woods are not here very plen- 
tifull; for that it is only ſtored with one little for- 
reſt; yet the Country of Haxtſhire for victaitie of 
Site,is a friendly neighbour in that behalfe 3 ſo(as 
it were being tyed together in affinitie) they are 
alwayes ready, and p ſe to adde to each o- 
thers wants and defeats bh a mutuall ſupply. 

(6) The ancient Inhabitants of this Iland were 
the Belge, ſpoken of in the ſeverall Provinces of 
a——— Wilt-ſoire,and Hant-ſbire.Such as 
did then poſfefle it were called Lords of the Ile of 
Wight, till it fell into the Kings hands, by Roger 
(Son to William Fitz-Osburne,[laine inthe warre 
of Flanders)that was driven into exile. And Herrry 
the firſt King of ans itunto Richard Rid- 
vers, With 4 fee or Inheritance of the Town of 
Chriſt-Church, where ( as in all other places ) he 
built certaine Fortreſles.,

(7) The principall Market-Towne in the Iſle is 
Newport, called in times paſt Medena, and Nowss 
Burgss oe Meden: that is,the new Burgh of Meden, 
whereof the whole Countrey isdivided into Eaſt- 
Meden, and Welt-Meden. A Towne well ſeated 
and much frequented ; unto whoſe Burgeſles His 
Majeſty hath lately granted the choice ot a Major, 
who with his Brethren, doe governe accordingly. 
It s populous with Inhabitants, having an entrance 
into the Iſle from the Haven, and a paſlage for 
Veſſels of ſmall burden unto the Key. Not farre 
from it is the Caſtle Caresbrooke, whoſe Founder 
Is ſaid to have been Fhitgar the Sax0y, and from 
him called Fhite-Garesburgh : but now made 
ſhorter for eaſier pronunciation 3 the graduation 
whereof for Latitude is in the degree 50. 36. mij- 
nutes : and her Longitude in 19.4.minutes, where 
formerly hath ſtood a Priory, and at ©warre a 
Nunnery 3 a neceſlary neighbour to thoſe Peni- 
tentiaries. And yet intheir merry mood the Inha- 


bitants of this Tland do boaſt, that they were hap- | 
pier then their neighbour-Countreys, for that | 


they never had Monke that ever wore hood, Law- 
yers that cavelled, nor Foxes that were craftie. 


( 3) Itis reported, that in the year of mans ſal- | A ſhowre of | 


vation,1176. and twenty-three of King Henry the 
Second, that in this Iland it rained a ſhowre of 
bloud , which continued for the ſpace of two 
houres together, tothe great wonder and amaze- 
ment of the people that beheld it with feare. 

(9) This Ifle of Wight is fortified both by Art 
and Nature : for beſides the ſtrength of Artificiall 
Forts and Block-houſes(wherewith it is well fur- 
— wants not the afliſtance of naturall Fen- 
ces,as being enriched with a continuall ridge and 
range of craggy Cliftes, and Rocks, and Barks, 
very dangerous for Saylers,as the Needles, fo cal- 
led by reaſon of their ſharpneſle : The Shingles, 
 Mixon, Brambles, ec. 

(10) Yeſpaſpar wasthe firſt that brought it to the 
ubjection of the Romanes, whiles he ſerved as a 
private perſon under Claudius Ceſar. And Cerdic 
was the firſt Engliſh Saxon that ſubdued it, who 
granting it unto St#ffe and Fhitgar, they joyntly 
together ſlew (almoſtall the Britiſh Inhabitants, 
( being but few of them there remaining ) in the 
Towne aforeſaid, called of his name # hitgareſ- 
burgh. Wolpher King of the Mercians reduced this 
Tland afterwards under his obedience,and at that 
time when he became God-father to Edelwalch 


King of the South-Saxons,and anſwered forhim at | 


his Baptiſmzhe aſſigned it overunto him,with the 
Provincealſo of the Mexruar;.But when Edelwalch 
was laine, and Arvazdwe the petty King of the I- 
land was made away,Cedwal/a K.ofthe Weſt-Sax- 
oxs annexed it to his Dominion, and ina tragical! 
& lamentable maſſacre put to the ſword (almoſt) 
every mothers childe of the inborne Inhabitants. 

The thing that is beſt worthy note and obſerva- 
tion is this, that Biſhop Wilfrid was the firſt that 
inſtructed the Inhabitants of this Tland in Chriſti- 
an Religion, and brought them from that Idola- 
trous Rn, with the which ( unto that 
time )) they were obſcurely blinded.

whichis not fully twenty : the whole in circumfe. 
rence one hundred and nineteen miles. 
(3) Theaire is good, temperate, and healthful : 
the ſoile is champion,rich,and fruitful, and ſo plen- 
teouſly peopled, that from ſome aſcents, thirty Pa- 
riſh-Churches, and many more Windmills at one 
view may be ſeen : notwithſtanding the ſimple and 
gentle ſheep, of all creatures the moſt harmeleſlz, 
are now become lo ravenous,that they begin to de- 
voure men,walſte fields, and depopulate houſes, if 
not whole town-ſhips, as one merrily hath written, 
(4.) The ancient people known to the Romans,| 
and recorded by Ptolemy, were the Cor:itaxi, who! 
poſſeſſed this County, and were branched further 
thorow Leiceſter, Lincolne, Nottingham, Rutland, 
and Darby-ſhires : theſe joyning with the 1centars, 
with them were fettered with the chaines of ſubje- 
ion, when for Claudizs, Publius Oſtorius Scayuls 
entred his Lieutenantſhip in Britaine, and in battle 
ſubdued all betwixt the rivers Nene and Sabrina But 
when the Romans were content tolet gathat which 
ſolong was deſired, and had coſt ſo much in the 
getting,the Saxons,a moſt warlike Nation, put into 
theſe parts, and made it a portion of their Mercier 
Kingdome-but their government alſo grownout of 
date, the Normans ſeated themſelves in theſe fair 
fſeſſions, the branches of whoſe ſtemmes are 
pread abroad in theſe parts, moſt fruitful and fair. 
(5) Commodities ariſing in this Shire, are chiefl 
gotten by tillage and ploughb, whereby Corne ſo 


plentifully aboundeth, that in no other County 1s 
found more, or ſo much:the paſtures and woods are 
filled with Cattle, and every where ſheep loaden 
with their fleeces of wool. ps 
(6)The chief Town inthis Shire is Northamptos, 
whereof the County taketh name, which for cir- 
cuit, beauty, and building, may be ranked with the 
moſt of the Cities of our Land. It is ſeated at the 
meeting and confluence of two Rivers, thegreater 
whereof bearethtoname Nez.This Town hath been 
built all of ſtone, as by many foundations __— 
to this day is ſeen,8 is walled about both ſtrong an 
high,excepting the Weſt, which is defended by a 
River parted into many ſtreams. In the depredati- 
| [ons of the Danes,Suen their King ſet this Town on 
fire, and afterwards it was ſorely aſſaulted by the 
diſobedient Barons of King John,who named them- 
ſelves The Armie of God:but the loyalty of this Town 
+ [ſtood nothing ſo lure unto K.Heery his ſon, whence 
the Baroxs with diſplayed Banners ſounded the bat- 
tle againſt their Soveraign. And yet after this a wo- 
ful Field of Englends civill diviſion was fought, 
whence Richard Nevill the ſtout Earl of Warwicke, 
lead away priſoner that unfortunate min Ring Hex- 
the ſixth.Upon the Weſt part of this Town ſtan- 
eth a large Caſtle; mounted upon ati hill; whoſe 
aged countenance well ſheweth the beauty that ſhe 
hath born,and whoſe gaping chinks do dailythreat- 
en the downfall of her walles. To this upon the 
South the Towns wall adjoyneth; and in a round 


circuit meetcth the River in the North, extendirg 


In con paſſe two thouſand one hundred and ends 


paſes :: whoſe lite ſo pleaſed the Students of Cm- 
bridge, that, hither they removed themſelves uv Pon 


the Kings Warrant, in mind to have made it an Uni-j 


verlity : from whence the North-pole is elevated 
52. degrees 36. ſcruples for Lorkude. and in Lon- 
gitude is removed from the Weſt 19. degrees and 
40. {cruples, being yearly governed by a Maior,two 
Batliffes, twelve Magiſtrates, a Recorder, Town- 
Clerke, a Common-Couaſel of forty eight Burgeſ- 
ſes, with five Sergeants to execute buſineſle. 

( 7)But the devotions of the Saxon Kings made Pe- 
terborow more famous, formerly called 4reddeſwell, 
where Wolphere King of Mercia began a moſt [tately 
Monaſtery to the honour of S. Peter,for ſatisfaction 
of the bloud of his two ſons, whom he had murde-| 
red in caſe of Chriſtianity:but himſelf being for the 
like made away by his mother, his brother Perde 
continued the worke, with the afliftance of his bro- 
ther Et helred, and two liſters, Kinebarga and Kineſ- 
with. This among the Danifb Deſolations was caſt 
down,yet was it again reſtored to greater beauty by 
Ethelwold Biſhop of Wincheſter, with the help of 
K. Edgar.and of Adulphhis Chancellour, who upon 
prick of cunſcience, that in bed with his wiſe had 


overlaid and ſmoothered an infant their only ſon. 
laid all his wealthupon the re-edifying of the place, 


and then became Abbot thereof himſclf.The Cathe- 
dral is moſt beautiful and magnifical, where, inthe 
Quire lic interred two unfortunate Queens: onthe 
North fide Katharine Dowager of Spaine, the repu- 
diate wife ofKing Henry the cight,under an Hearſe 
covered with black Saye, having a white Croſle in 
the mid(t: and on the South-lide, {ary Queenof 
Scotland, whoſe Hearſe is 4pread over with black 
velvet, The Cloiſter is large, and in the glaſs-win- 
dows very curiouſly portrayed the Hiſtory of #ol- 
here the Founder, whoſe Royal Seat was at Wedor 
in the ſtreet converted into a Monaſterie by S. xer- 
burg his holy Daughter, and had beenthe Roman 
Station, by Antonine the Emperour called Banxa- 
venne. So likewiſe Dara 43 was the ancient 
City Durobrive, where their Souldiers kept, as 
by the Monies there daily found is moſt appa- 
rent. 
(8) Houſes of Religion devoted to Gods ſervice 
by the pious intents of their well-meaning Foun- 
ders,were at Peterborow,Peakjrk , Pipewell,Highame, 
Davintree, Sulby, Sauſecombe, Sewardeſleg,Gare, S. 
Dewy, S. Michell, wm ky Catesby, Bruch, Barkley, 
Finfhead, Fotheringhay , Wedon, and Withrop, be- 
lides them in Northampton, all which felt theſtorms 
of their own deſtruction,that raged againſt them in 
the reigne of K. Henry the eight, who diſperſed 
their Revenuesto his own Coffers and Courtiers, 
and pulled the ſtones aſunder of their ſeeming ever- 
ſure Foundations ; and in the time of young |E4-

(4) Theſoile is rich, and ſtandeth moſt upon 
a reddiſhclay, abounding in Wheat and Barley, 
Pit-coales, Iron, and Woods; which two laſt con- 
tinue not long in league together, It hath Rivers 
that wake fruitful the Land, and in their waters 
contain great ſtore of freſ{h-fiſh, whereof Severn1s 
thechiefe, & ſecond inthe Realme,whoſeſtreame 
cutteth this Countie in the middeſt, and with 
many windings ſporteth her ſelfe forward , lea- 
ving both paſtures and meadows bedecked with 
flowers and greene colours, which every where 
ſhe beſtoweth upon ſuch her attendants. 

(5) This River was once the bounds of the 
North-Britains,and divided their poſſeſſion from 
the Landof the Saxo0z5.untill of latter timestheirs 
began to decay,and the Welſh to increaſe, who en- 
larged their liſts to the River Dee. So formerly 
hadit ſeparatedthe 0rdovices from theCornevii, 
thoſe ancient Inhabitants mentioned by Prolomze.

with veins of Metrall, and Jron, beſides an Allum earth of 
ſundry colours, out of which ſome have lately begun to try 
very good Allum and Copperaſſe, And for tiſh, the Hol-

(7) Matters for marriall note, are the Battailes fought ar 
Battlebridge (of which it takes the name)where Harald King 
of England had a great victory againſt the Danes, who With a 
fleer of ewo hundred faile grievouſly annoyed the Ile of Bri- 
tane : Where Harald the King of Norway was ſlaine, and 
Harald of England, beſides the Honour of the field, found a 
great maſſe of Gold. Alſo the Batraile, commonly catfed, the 
Barcaile of Sravdard ; in which David King of Scots was 
put to flight, and che Englzfh made a great ſlaughter of his

| thumberland, and their Jurildi- 
tions, parted by the River Derwent - her Welt

ſaine water on her South, from Tork-ſhire even 

;unto the Sea; and the Eaſt is altogether coalted 

| by the Germane-Sear. 

| (2) Theforme thereof is triangle, and fides not

(6) It is alſo remembred of this Iland, that 
ſometimes there hath been in it an Epiſcopal See, | 
which Aidaz the Scot inſtituted ( being called 
thither to preach the Chriſtian Faith to the peo- 
ple of Northumberland) being much delighted 
with the ſolitary ſituation thereof, as a moſt fit 
placefor retire. But afterwards when the Dares 
rifled and robbed all the Sea-coaſts, the Epiſco- 
pal See was tranſlated to Durham. | 

(7) This Iland fo ſmall in account either for 
compaſle or cammoditie, and ſo unpeopled and 
unprofitable, cannot be numerous in Townes and 
Villages. It hath in it onely one Town, with a 
Church and a Caſtle, under which there is a com- 
modious Haven, defended with a Block-hou ſe,

The wall about it he made higher then 
a mans height, to with-hold and keepe inthe 
wanton laſciviouſneſſe both of his thoughts and 
eyes, and toelevate the whole intention of his 
minde up to heavenly delires, that he might 
wholly give himſelfto the ſervice of God. But 
theſe are all made the ruines of time, as fi-! 
thence many other monuments have been, of 
worthy antiquity. 


(6) I cannot report that there are now many 
houſes ſtanding 1n it, much lefſe Townes or Vil- 
lages.

, (2) The forme of this County is long, and 
ſhooteth it ſelfe from the South-weſt into the 
North and by-Eaſt , betwixt whoſe furtheſt 
bounds are thirty-five Engliſh miles, and in her 
broadeſt part twenty 3 the whole in circumfe- 

rence about one hundred and two miles. 
(3) This Shire is not altogether ſo peſtered 
with hills as her bordering neighbours are: and 


thoſe that ſhe hath, neither ſo high nor ſo thick, 


and therefore is better for Corn and Paſturage, 
yea and in Woods alſo, ſo that for victuals this 
Countrey is very well ſtored, which the ſtomack 
doth as well digeſt, the aire being wholeſome, 
temperate, and pleafing. 

(4) Anciently theſe parts were poſleſſed by 
the Dimetre. as Ptolemie, Gildas, and Ninizs doe 


* [name them : though Pl:zie holds opinion that 


they were part of the $:lzres, with whom no 
doubt they were ſubdued to the Romanes yoke 
by Julizs Frontinns, when he ſtruggled with the 
rocky hills in thoſe Southerne parts. And this 
Countie is accounted by Writers to be the very 
ſtrength of South-wales, In the Weſt thereof, at 
KilmaYloid ( as it ſhould ſeeme)) their Legions 
kept, where lately an earthen Pot hoarded with 
ſtore of Romane Coynes, was by the ſpade digged 
up, being ſtamped upon imbaſed filver, from the 
time of Commodus unto the firſt Tribaneſhip of 
Gordian the third, which fell in the year of Chriſt 
two hundred forty-three : and amongſt theſe 
were the Coynes of Helvins Pertinax, Marcus 0- 
pellins , Antonius Diadumenianus , Julins Verus 
Maxime, the ſon of Maximus, of Celine Balbi- 
u#s, Of Clodius Pupienus, of Aquilia Severa, the 
wife of Heliogabalus,and of Sall. Barbia Orbiana, 
pieces rarely found. 

-(5) The commodities of this Shire chiefly con- 
fiſt in Cattle, Pit-coale, Fowle, and Sea fiſh,where- 
of the Salmon'is common among them, and that 
of ſuch greatneſle and plentie, as no place 1s bet- 
ter furniſhed therewith then the Shire-Town 
Caermarden 1s. 

(6) Which Towne by Ptolemie is called Ma- 
ridunum ; by Antonine the Emperour, Muridu- 
rum ; by the Britaines, Caer fridhin 5 and by us,

by a 44jor, who ever after is an Alderman and 
Juſtice of the Peace, two Sheriffes clected out 
of {ixteene Burgeſſes, all of them in skarlet, a 
Sword- bearer, a Town-clerke, and two Sergeants | 
with Maces : from whence the Pole is raiſed 
52. degrees 15. minutes in Latitude, and for 
Longitude 1s in the degree 15, and 30. minutes 
from the firſt point in the Weſt, according to 
Mercator. !

The Hils are 
grazed upon by Cattle andSheep,the V allies are 
laden with Corn and Graſfle, never ungrateful of 
the Husbandmans pains, nor makes fruſtrate his 
hope of expected increaſe z whoſe ſprings abun- 
dantly riſing in this County with many ſtreams, 
do fatten the ſoyl even from fide to fide. 

(4) Anciently the $ilures inhabited this Shire, 
whole chief City by the Emperour Antonine 15 
named YVerta Silurum, by the Welſh Caer-went, 
and was by Tathie the Britiſh Saint,made an Aca- 
demie, and a divine place for worlhip. So like- 
wiſe Caer-liox now, once I/ca, was, where the 
ſecond Roman Legion called Auguſta lay, as by 
their Coines, Altars, Tables, and Inſcriptions 
there found, and daily therein digged up, doth 
evidently appear. 

By the report of Giralde, in this City was the 
Court of great Arthur, whither the Roman Em: 
baſſadors reſorted unto him, and as Alexander 
Elſebienſ6s writeth, therein was a School of two 
hundred Philoſophers, skilful in Afironomie and 
other 4rts. Which is the more credible, for that 
Amphbibalms S$*. Albans inſtructer, was therein 
born, and Julizs and Aaroz, two noble Proto- 
Martyrs of great Brit4iz , in this City received 
the Crown of Martyrdome, where their bodies 
were alſo interred. But as all things find their 

fatal period, ſo this City for beauty,circuit, and 
magnifical reſpe is laid in the ruines of her own 
decay 3 neither may any more lament the loſle 
of glory then Mormon ths Caſtle, which rapeive- 
[like doth yeeld to conquering time. Her down- 
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Iles s remaining, and at the Eaſt end a moſt cu- 
rious built (but now decayed) Church ſtands, | 
called the Monks Church : In the Monaſtery 
whereof, our great Antiquary Geffrey, ſurnamed 
Munmouth, and Ap Arthur, wrote his Hiſtory of | 
Great Britain , Whoſe pains as they were both 
learned and great, ſo have they bred great pains 
among the Learned bothto defend and diſprove. 
The Towns fituation is pleaſant and good, ſeated 
betwixt the Rivers Adonnowe and Wye : three| 
Gates yet ſtand, beſides that Tower or Lock of 
the Bridge and a Trench or tract of Wall run- 
ning betwixt them on each fide down to the Ri- 


ver, containing in circuit about eight hundred 
paces. The Town 1s in good repaire, aud well 


frequented, governed by a Maior, two Bailiffes, 
fhfreen Common Counſellers, a Town-Clerk, and 
two Sezgeants for their attendants.
